William Bailey's dedication to 
figuration during his long and 
distinguished painting and teaching 
career, and his recognition as one of 
the greatest living American realist 
painters, make him an ideal person 
to curate this exhibition. Mr. Bailey's 


work forms part of the permanent 
collections of 42 museums, univer- 
sity collections, and corporations 
including: Museum of Modern Art, 
New York; Boston Museum of Fine 
Arts; Art Institute of Chicago; 
Hirshom Museum; Museum of Art, 
Aachen, West Germany; New York 
Times Company; and many others. 
Mr. Bailey has had 46 one-man 
shows in the past 43 years, in major 
galleries throughout the U.S. and 
Europe. A native of Iowa, Bailey 
received his undergraduate degree 
from the University of Kansas, and 
received both a BFA and MFA from 
Yale University. 


The exhibition is jointly 
organized by the Shoreline Alliance 
for the Arts and the Lyme Art 
Association. Major sponsors of the 
exhibition include: Yale University, 
the Kitchings family, Pfizer, Inc. 

The Lyme Art Association exhibits 
and promotes the work of artists 
who paint and sculpt within realist 
traditions. An illustrious group of 
Tonalists and Impressionists, who 
first gathered around Florence 
Griswold's Old Lyme home at the 
end of the 19th century, founded 
the Lyme Art Association in 1914. 
Charles Platt, who designed the Freer 


Gallery in Washington, D.C. 
designed the handsome, shingle- 
style exhibition hall, which was 
completed in 1921. The fame of 
Henry Ward Ranger, Childe Hassam, 
William Robinson, and others has 
brought international recognition to 
Old Lyme. The Lyme Art Association 
continues its tradition of figurative 
art by presenting prestigious regional 
exhibitions as well as shows of its 
member artists. 

Founded in 1980, the Shoreline 
Alliance for the Arts mission is to 
stimulate and promote artistic 
activity of the highest caliber in the

at. Just as they have found, we 
need a Board of Trustees to 
oversee and augment the 
financial, to maintain our 
remarkable historic building and 
to administer a supporting staff, 
all to enable our artists to be free 
and able to do what they can do 
best: create fine art, organize and 
present beautiful shows, and 
participate in an active 
education program. An example 
of what can be a model for our 
reorganization is provided by the 
Art Association of Rockport, in 
existence also since the 1920's 
but in not nearly as outstanding 
— a building on their main street. 
Their artist-run association has a 
Board of Governors, 1000 
associate members, a full-time 
director and assistant director, 
three full-time employees, four 
part-time employees, including a 
maintenance man and a book- 
keeper four days a week. With 
that amount of staff, the artists 
are not saddled with administra- 
tion, maintenance, bookkeeping. 
The Board of Governors is 
responsible for husbanding the 
finances, bringing in grants and 
major donations, and increasing 
the endowment. 

In an era when organizations 
find it harder and harder to 
depend upon volunteer help for 
increasingly technical and 
financial skills, more paid staff 
are a requisite. So we need to 
establish a Board of Trustees who 
can make that feasible. Therefore 
this is going to be possible 
through taking a quantum step 
in reorganization and in 
recruiting a knowledgeable 
Board of Trustees as we move 
into the new Millennium!

Planning Questionnaire 


Members Respond To 

by Tim Martin 

F or the last several months, a 
Planning Committee has been 
meeting to examine the future 
mission and operations of LAA. The 
Committee's discussions have been 
significantly helped by responses to 
a planning questionnaire sent to the 
membership in May by President 
Altrocchi. This questionnaire 
consisted of six questions about 
major benefits as well as needs and 
issues that confront LAA. General- 
ized, the responses were: 

Question 1 : ...most valuable service? 
A large majority felt that the major 
benefit was exhibiting and selling 
paintings in a great historic gallery. 
Others stressed the importance of 
the art classes and having a place to 
meet other artists and enjoy their 
work. 

Question 2: What would you like 
LAA to do for you...? 

About half of the respondents said 
they were completely satisfied with 
LAA's program and services. Among 
the others, common requests 
included increasing sales through 
artist promotion and broadening 
educational programs. An awards 
program at exhibits, increased 
advertising and new workshops led 
by prominent artists were suggested 
solutions. Also, other individual 
members sought daytime openings 
of shows, more workspace and 
improvement of the quality of 
exhibitions. 

Question 3: ...shortage of volunteers 
...opening only in summer months? 
The vast majority felt that either 
there should not be any cutting of 
the LAA's schedule or this measure 
should be taken as a "last resort" 
measure. A few agreed that LAA 
should only be open in the summer. 
A few others thought a nine month 
operation excluding winter months 
was ideal. Further, one individual 
thought fewer, but longer exhibits 
would be effective. 

Question 4: ...the most important 
issue. ..best solution? 

Money! To most the shortage of 
funds was the major problem. 
Various suggested solutions included 
auctions, yard sales, increased 


membership and increased 
fundraising. Others felt that the 
bylaws were obsolete, LAA had too 
few volunteers, the aesthetic 
standards should be raised and LAA 
needed to stop having special shows. 

Question 5: ...attend the next 
meeting? 

A majority expressed interest in 
attending whereas, those that 
declined, indicated that conflicting 
schedules were largely the cause. 

One felt that their Associate Member 
status excluded them from partici- 
pating! 

Question 6: ...support operational 
changes? 

While almost all responded "yes" to 
this question, quite a few were 
careful to say their response was 
dependent on what was being pro- 
posed and whether proposals were 
realistic and well thought out. One 
member recommended that LAA 
reject voluntarism as a realistic 
means of survival. 

Throughout the comments is a sense 
that our means and methods need to 
change if we are to preserve our 
association and its great traditions. 
Thank you to all members for your 
valuable comments!

T he North Gallery of the Lyme 
Art Association has been named 
for Margaret Cooper, a gifted artist 
well known to the Lyme community 
and long-time Elected Artist member 
of the Lyme Art Association. Barbara 
Ferry of Old Lyme asked that the 
gallery be named in honor of her 
friend, Margaret. With this dedica- 
tion, the Lyme Art Association 
honors both women and sincerely 
thanks Barbara Ferry for her moral 
support and sustained generosity. 

Margaret Miller Cooper was born 
in Terryville, Connecticut in 1874. 
She studied at Smith College, the 
Pratt Institute, the National 
Academy of Design and the 
Pennsylvania Academy of Fine Art. 
She pursued her art studies with 
Henry Bayley Snell, Guy Wiggins, 
Dwight Tryon and Charles Wood- 
bury. Margaret lived principally in 
New Britain, but about 1925, spent 
weekends and summers at Ely's Ferry 
Road in Lyme. 

Mrs. Cooper was a member of the 
National Arts Club, National Asso- 
ciation of Women Painters and 
Sculptors, Arts Student League, 
Connecticut Academy of Fine Art, 
New Haven Paint and Clay Club, as 
well as the Lyme Art Association. 

Her works were frequently exhibited 
at the Pennsylvania Academy of Fine 
Art, the National Academy of 
Design, and the LAA and are in the 
permanent collections of the 


Florence Griswold Museum and New 
Britain Museum of American Art. 
Margaret Cooper's three sons, 
Richard, Stanley and Ford, donated a 
new wing to The New Britain 
Museum in her memory. 

Barbara Ferry is a long-time 
Elected Artist member and generous 
supporter of the Lyme Art Asso- 
ciation. She majored in art at Sarah 
Lawrence College and upon gradu- 
ation continued her art studies for 
two years at Yale University. She also 
studied at New York's Arts Students 
League with Robert Brackman. After 
settling in New Britain, Mrs. Ferry 
continued her painting career, 
specializing in portraiture. She has 
held memberships in the Arts 
Student League, the New Haven 
Paint and Clay Club, the Connecti- 
cut Academy of Fine Art as well as 
the Lyme Art Association. 

Sculptor Helene Johnson, a 
graduate of the Lyme Academy of 
Fine Art, created and donated the 
dedication plaque which celebrates 
painting and sculpture. Mrs. 

Johnson has received awards from 
the National Association of Women 
Artists, the National Sculpture 
Society, and the Medallic Sculpture 
Society. She is an Elected Artist 
member of the Lyme Art Associ- 
ation, teaches sculpture, and 
maintains her studio in Essex. 

The bronze bas relief is now 
installed in the North Gallery and 
will serve as a continuous tribute to 
Margaret Cooper and Barbara Ferry, 
two women who have made 
extraordinary contributions to the 
Lyme Art Association.
